This is in response to questions posed at the Department of Cultural Affairs and Special 
Events’ hearing on October 24, 2016 to discuss the proposed 2017 budget.   
 
Alderman Tunney asked for the detail on the $5M bond payment from fund 355 in 2016. 
 
The $5 million payment budget in 2016 was to pay down the commercial paper that the 
City borrowed in 2010 to pay for operations at Millennium Park.  The City has been paying 
down this short-term debt since 2012.  In 2016, it was fully paid off.
